Black Group Calls for Boycot

The boycott was reported in an Aug. 28 
articleby Tom Nash, areporterforTjpe Post 
a black-owned newspaper. Nash wrote that

Men 一 wantedtopicketandboycottYoshi's 
for not putting any of their earnings back 
intg the black community.”They were 3ac- 
cused of “collecting on the Sweat of black 
enitertainers”by one unidentifiied member. 
The committee cited the lack of advertising 
inblackcommunitynewspapersand Yoshi's 
iallure:to hire blackiemployees. 

While acknowledging that Yoshi"s，like 
any other business in Oakland, Should “sup- 
porttheblackcommunity，Tamakitold 豆 / 太 
thatthebescway forthe group tohave gotten 
thelr message across to Yoshi"s Owners wasS 
to “work directly with them:”He also said 
that Yoshi's has“employed people of all 
Iaces; including blacks，”and did not know 
whycommitteemembers thoughtotherwise. 

Ionically;theowners of Yoshi"shadbeen 
planning to start advertising in black news- 
papers and were Surprised by THpe Post ar- 
ticle. According to Tamaki, they have Since 
bought ads in the Calzjornia Post another 
East Bay black newspaper. 

Amemberofthecommittee, who declined 
to be ljdentified, was quoted in the articie as 
Saying “TheJapanese g0vernment through 
their representatives, has made disparaging 
Temarks about Black citizens in America， 
and we are not going to Support any racist 
organizationSsinourcity thatapparently does 
not Subscribe to the American way of life.” 

The member's remarks were in reference 
to _ Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone?s 
statement in 1986 that blacks and Hispanics 
lower America's intellectual level and to 
Michio Watanabe, an official of the Liberal 
Democratic Party, who said this year that it 
doesn't bother black Americans to go into

In marked contrastto Sanrio 坟 Continental 
Airlines.， When Americans complained 
about the Little Black Sambo”line of dolls 
and products，Sanrio Stopped distribution 
and recalled products off store shelves. But 
when Asian American Civil rights groups 
and individuals attempted to contact Conti- 
nental about their “Samurai Price Slashing” 
printand broadcastad campaign (/ 友 9/29)， 
theyreceivednoresponse. In fact, theirprint 
ads are Stl running in the New yo 玫 Tey 
and the SF CHronzcle. 

Sanrio apologized for theirracial insensi- 
tvity and openly admitted their mistake. In 
a9/30SF CHroniclearticle Continental Said 
the ads weren't meant to be offensive and 
were reviewed by a group ofadvertising ex- 
ecutives, including some Japanese Ameri- 
cans.They saidthey had no intention ofpull- 


ing their campaign before it Tan its course 
through mid-October. 


So why the difference? Why did Sanrio 
Tespond So quickly? And why has Continen- 
tal lignored the protests they"vereceived2 Are 
SOme Voices louder than others? 

In the Sanrio case,theJapanese embassy in 
Washington, DC wasflooded withcomplaints 
after the Wasjz7z8tomn Post COvered the Story. 
Theanger,especially amongblackAmericans 
Was SO Strong that it Spilled over into hosHli- 
ties against Japanese Americans. The na- 
tional office of the Japanese American 
Citizen SAlliance receivedphonecalls, some 
threatening. (BE 8/4) 

TheCongressional Black Caucus called for 
aboycottof Sanrio products. Other members 
of the US Congress, including Reps. Mineta 
and Matsuicalled forSanrioto withdrawther 
products. Black newspapers2called2for a 
boycott of Japanese goods:.

The SF CHpronicle travel advertising man- 
agersaid they had received mo complaints: 

There is no excuse for manufacturimg Ta-- 
cially insenisitive products and there is no 
excuse for creatingracially insensitive adver- 
tising campaigns. But the difference, it ap- 
pears,between the Sanrio case and the Conti- 
nental case is politcal power and the willing- 
iess of large numbers of people to complain 
一 tolettheir views be knowan. 

Until Asian Americans gain more political 
power on all levels of govermment and begin 
to “exercise” their individual political power 
through their votes，their voices and ther 
checkbooks, no one is going to listen.

In his decision, the judge declared that 
although there was no written contract be- 
tween Cabling, the groups ”Ke7- 人 Or group 
leader, and club members, She “had the duty 
of careto keh members to performherduties 
as ee 六 由 properly. She assumedthose duties 
by agreeing to act 3S Kej-j. The scope of 
those duties may Properly be derived from 
the long-standing customs that define the 
proper operation ofa epnandthe duties of a 
ALeh- 有 .Her failure to perform properly 
the duties of KeAn-jconstitutes both abreach 
ofcontractandabreachofcommonlaw duty 
of care.” 

Based on his findings, the judge ruled 
that Cabling cannot shirk her financial obli- 
gations under the guise ofbankruptcy and ls 
liable for the repayment of $195;000 to 17 
Kenmembers Owed money. 

In addition to deciding on the monetary 
arguments in the case, Judge Carlson de- 
tailed the legal status of kehs and set forth a 
framework for the protection of future par- 
tcipants in money lending clubs. 

The Judgeestablished in his findings that 
“Kehs are an important SoOurce of working 
capital for perSsons，especially new immi- 
grants， who do not qualify for loans from 
conventional lending institutions... The op- 
erations of a keh are well defined by long- 
established customs”and are thus legal. 

He further Stated that a 上 eA-i takes ona 
position of trust and responsibility. To that 
end a leader must recruit reliable members， 
keep detailed records and provide financial 
records to members ifa group is disbanding. 
If a club leader fails to perform his duties， 


then members can take legalaction in orderto 
Tecover the Principal (not interesb paid into 
the poo1. 

In the pastb members of the clubs were 
afraid to got to court because they thought 
these clubs were illegal explained the Plain- 
tiffs attorney Stanley CooK. Now they dont 
havetobeafraid ”he said. Theyhavethetool 
to go to any state coOUr without confusing 
arguments. There's no mysStery anymore.… 

Cook also Said thatthe decision will serve 
asawamingtootherleaders ofmoneylending 
clubs.“The message iSs，don tuse this as 3a 
way to getalot of money because yoOuU'Ie not 
going to getaway with it.”

Organizing the Games was an 
accomplishment in anybody s book.” 

He acknowledged that the boxing contro- 
versies involving Koreans Were“embarrassS:- 
ing”to many Koreans and Korean Ameri- 


cans, but those incidents“can't negate” the 
Overall Success of the Games. 
George Kim, managing editor of the SF 


"edition of Korea Tizntey (and not related to 


Tom Kim), also found many positive things 
aboutthe Games. HesaidhethoughttheNBC 
“didawonderful job ofpresenting KOreaasit 
is today, even though it wasiSuperficialcoV- 
erage because of the tme limits.” 

He wouldn'tfault NBC's coverage of the 
Controversial boxing inclidents, in particular 
the one in which Korean officials leaped into 
therng and attackedarefereeoveradecision 
thatwentagainst aKorean boxer NBGhad 
afighttosShow whateverhappened,”Georpge 
Kim said. “NBC didn'tdo anything wrong” 
in highlighting the post-match fracas or in 
Showing itin replays later. 

Some 和 Koreans criticized the US 
delegation's demeanor during the opening 
cereImonies.

fair. 

Choy said that when an American boxer 
lost in another bad decision, NBC covered 
that controversial decision “with a fine tooth 
comb.… 

“If NBC reporters Were trying to be true 
journalists, then they should be neutral, not 
press agents for the American cause，Choy 
Sald. 

Youn-chaShinChey,executive directorof 
the Multi-Service Center for Koreans in SE， 
was among those Korean Americans who 
reactednegatively to whatshesawandheard 
from the Seoul Olympics，
